That Isn’t a Solution 

A women’s organization, meeting at Re- 
gina, urged the Dominion Government to 
solve the low-cost housing problem by of- 
fering construction loans to local authorities 
at low interest rates. 

The objection to the proposal is that 
it wouldn't solve the problem. On other 
grounds there is little fault to be found with 
it. Building loans should be cheap. 

But the barrier to low-cost housing is not 
high interest rates on building .loans. It 
is the abnormal cost of building a house, 
aside altogether from financing the project 
Cumulative labor costs and material costs, 
snow-balling all the way from the lumber 
woods to the building site, have made it im- 

‘possible to put up a house that can be rented 
‘at a moderate rate. Even interest-free money 
‘would not cut down prohibitive construction 
.costs. 

: While these costs prevail somebody has 
‘to lose money if a house is built and rented 
‘at $25 to $30 a month. That is why no low- 
rental houses are being built. Private in- 
vestors can't afford to stand the loss. 

Unless construction costs are to come 
down, the only way to get low-rental houses 
built is to subsidize the building—enough 
to cover the spread between what a house 
costs and what low-income tenants can pay. 
There is no use evading that obvious fact 
and talking about solving the difficulty by 
cutting down interest rates, or slashing ar- 
chitects’ fees, or dealing with any other in- 
cidental and minor expense items. These are 
not the items which boost house-building 
costs away above the low-rental level. 


One Family Visits Another

He Wouldn’t Want War 


A Russian major, in turn, has told Ger- | 
mans in the eastern occupied zone what 
General Clay told those in the western zones | 
a few days ago. In equally emphatic lang- | 
uage, he advised them to go to work—and 
stop banking on Russia and the United 
States being about ready to plunge into war. 
There was, he told them, a long peace ahead, | 
and their hopes for a fall-out among the 
Allies were only illusions. | 

It is permissable to think that this | 
straightforward talk was meant for a wider | 


| audience. Whatever the immediate hearers 
| thought about it, the world at large should 
| ponder these words—and relate them to 


what is going on in Europe. The happenings | 
there confirm this declaration—itself an 
echo of the latest message from Stalin— 
that Russia does not desire war. 

Why indeed should Russia want war? 
Things are going beautifully from the Mos- 
cow stand-point. Soviet dominance is being 
consolidated in the Balkans. Hungary has 
just been added to the organized satellite 
States. There is a Russian army camped in 
Austria, a base and cover for propaganda 
manipulation there. 
Greece is under pressure, external and in- 
ternal, of forces directed from Albania, 
Yugoslavia and Bulgaria. 

War would interrupt this program of 
peaceful manoeuvres by which the iron cur- 
tain is being moved westward and south- 
ward. Stalin isn’t anybody's fool. His power 
is. marching on. War would stop it, perhaps 
throw it into retreat, possibly cause its col- 
lapse at home. War in fact is the last thing | 
Mr. Stalin should want. While his agents— 
ably assisted by isolationists and dreamers— 
keep the governments of the democrocies 
thinking about other things, his expansion 
policy in Europe is proceeding according to | 
plan. 

There is every reason to suppose, as he 
has said and as his major repeats, that 
Premier Stalin does not plan on provoking 
war. But he is playing with fire in more than 
one magazine, and explosions have followed | 
where that has been done, on more than 
one occasion.
